Temporary Regulations to Govern 
Anchoring of Vessels and Placing of 
Moorings in That Portion of East 
River Anchorage No. 10 in Flushing 
Bay, Port of New York * 

THE LAW 

Section 7 of the River and Harbor 
Act approved March 4. 1915, provides as 
follows: 

Sec. 7. That the Secretary of War Is 
hereby authorized, empowered, and directed 
to define and establish anchorage grounds 
for vessels In all harbors, rivers, bays, and 
other navigable waters of the United States 
whenever it is manifest to the said Secre¬ 
tary that the maritime or commercial In¬ 
terests of the United States require such 
anchorage grounds for safe navigation and 
the establishment of such anchorage 
grounds shall have been recommended by 
the Chief of Engineers, and to adopt suit¬ 
able rules and regulations In relation 
thereto; and such rules and regulations 
shall be enforced by the Revenue-Cutter 
Service * 1 under the direction of the Secre¬ 
tary of the Treasury: Provided. That at 
ports or places where there is no revenue 
cutter available such rules and regulations 
may be enforced by the Chief of Engineers 
under the direction of the Secretary of War. 
In the event of the violation of any such 
rules and regulations by the owner, master, 
or person in charge of any vessel, such 
owner, master, or person In charge of such 
vessel shall be liable to a penalty of $100; 
and the said vessel may be holden for the 
payment of such penalty, and may be 
seized and proceeded against summarily by 
libel for the recovery of the same in any 
United States district court for the district

within which such vessel may be and in the 
name of the officer designated by the Secre¬ 
tary of War. 

THE REGULATIONS 

In pursuance of the foregoing law the 
following temporary regulations are pre¬ 
scribed to govern the anchoring of ves¬ 
sels and the placing of moorings in that 
portion of East River Anchorage No. 10 
in Flushing Bay: 

1. No vessel shall anchor in the main 
Flushing Bay Channel or the approach 
channel to and maneuvering area in 
front of the municipal boat basin at the 
south end of Flushing Bay. 

2. No vessel shall anchor for a period 
longer than 72 hours in that section of 
the anchorage south of North Beach 
Airport and west of the main Flushing 
Bay Channel. 

3. The Captain of the Port, subject to 
the approval of the United States Dis¬ 
trict Engineer, is hereby authorized to 
issue permits for maintaining mooring 
buoys in the southerly portion of the 
anchorage. The method of anchoring 
these buoys shall be as prescribed by the 
Captain of the Port. No vessel shall 
moor in such a manner as to interfere 
with the use of a duly authorized moor¬ 
ing buoy and no vessel shall be navi¬ 
gated in the anchorage at a speed 
exceeding six knots. In case of emer¬ 
gencies the Captain of the Port is au¬ 
thorized to shift the position of any 
unattended vessel moored in or near the 
anchorage. 

4. Unless specifically revoked or ex¬ 
tended these regulations shall cease to 
be in effect December 31, 1940.

Section 7 of the River and Harbor Act 
approved March 4, 1915, provides as 
follows: 

I Here follows the text of Section 7 
which appears in the preceding docu¬ 
ment .1 

In pursuance of the foregoing law the 
following anchorage ground for vessels 
in Randal Bay, Freeport, Long Island, 
New York, is hereby defined and estab¬ 
lished and the following rules and regu¬ 
lations relating thereto are adopted to 
supersede regulations adopted August 
19, 1915. 


north of the prolonged north side of 
Clinton Street; to the northeastward of 
a line from the last-mentioned point to 
a point 243 feet southerly of the pro¬ 
longed south side of Clinton Street and 
210 feet east of the east side of Prospect 
Street; to the eastward of a line 210 feet 
east of and parallel to the east side of 
Prospect Street; to the northward of a 
line 25 feet north of and parallel to the 
prolonged north side of Suffolk Street; 
to the westward of a line 210 feet west 
of and parallel to the west side of south 
Long Beach Avenue, said line extending 
northerly to a point 222 feet south of 
the prolonged south side of Queens 
Street; to the southwestward of a line 
from the last-mentioned point to a point 
74 feet northerly of the prolonged north 
side of Queens Street and 120 feet west 
of the west side of Roosevelt Avenue; 
and to the westward of a line 120 feet 
west of and parallel to the west side of 
Roosevelt Avenue. 

the rules and regulations 

1. When applied for, a berth in the 
anchorage, if available, may be assigned 
to any vessel by the Captain of the Port 
of New York and Vicinity. 

2. The Captain of the Port of New 
York and Vicinity, subject to the ap¬ 
proval of the District Engineer, is au¬ 
thorized to issue permits for maintain¬ 
ing mooring buoys within the anchor¬ 
age. The method of anchoring these 
buoys will be prescribed by the Captain 
of the Port of New York and Vicinity. 

3. No vessel shall anchor in the an¬ 
chorage in such a manner as to inter¬ 
fere with the use of a duly authorized 
mooring buoy. 

4. No vessel shall be navigated within 
Randall Bay at a speed exceeding six 
knots. 

5. In case of emergencies, the Captain 
of the Port of New York and Vicinity 
is authorized to shift the position of any 
unattended vessel moored in or near the 
anchorage.

PART 4. APPLICATIONS AND AMENDMENTS— 
GENERAL 

The Commission amended effective 
immediately, the second proviso of Sec¬ 


tion 4.01, so that the entire section reads 
as follows: 

Sec. 4.01 Applications made on pre¬ 
scribed forms: exceptions. Each appli¬ 
cation for an instrument of authoriza¬ 
tion shall comply with the Commission’s 
Rules and Regulations and shall be 
made in writing, subscribed and verified 
as provided in Section 7.01, on a form 
furnished by or in the manner pre¬ 
scribed by the Commission: Provided, 
however, That in emergency cases the 
Commission may waive the require¬ 
ments of formal application with re¬ 
spect to applications for other than 
radio licenses and for licenses, renewals, 
or modification thereof for stations on 
vessels or aircraft of the United States, 
pursuant to Section 308 (a) of the Act. 
Separate application shall be filed for 
each instrument of authorization re¬ 
quested; Provided , however , That in 
cases arising in services other than 
broadcast where a single licensee holds 
a number of licenses which are identical 
in their terms or which are identical in 
their terms with the exception of station 
locality, and in other cases in the dis¬ 
cretion of the Commission, a single ap¬ 
plication may be filed for renewal or 
modification of such licenses, where 
such single application sets forth in de¬ 
tail and in unmistakable language, an 
accurate description of the individual 
licenses sought to be renewed or modi¬ 
fied: Provided, further , That in cases 
where an applicant desires a modifica¬ 
tion of a rule or regulation, he shall 
submit a formal petition setting forth 
the desired change and the reasons in 
support thereof. The required forms 
may be obtained from the Commission 
or from any of its field offices. (For a 
list of such offices and related geograph¬ 
ical districts, see Appendix No. 3).

Chapter VHI. Rules Governing Ship 
Radio Services 

PART 81. SAFETY REGULATIONS 

The Commission repealed the follow¬ 
ing rules, effective April 13, 1939: 

Part 18 (c), C. F. R. Sec. 81J212 
Part 19 (j), C. F. R. Sec. 81.230 
Part 21 (a), C. F. R. Sec. 81.260 
Part 21 (b), C. F. R. Sec. 81.261 
Part 21 (c). C. F. R. Sec. 81.262 

The subpart. “Spare Parts and Tools”, 
was deleted under the foregoing Part 81. 

Thp Commission adopted the follow¬ 
ing new section, to become effective 
April 13, 1939: 


1 3 F. R. 2829 DI. 
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Sec. 81.260 Spare parts and auxiliary 
equipment. Sufficient tools to make any 
minor adjustments of the installation 
shall be provided, together with spare 
apparatus* spare parts, auxiliary equip¬ 
ment and material sufficient to main¬ 
tain the installations, required by these 
rules, in efficient working condition, 
which shall be securely stowed and 
readily accessible to the operator in case 
of emergency. 

The following spare parts, auxiliary 
equipment and material are considered 
indispensable for the maintenance and 
efficient use of all compulsorily installed 
radiotelegraph equipment, including 
radio direction finders. 

A. Spare parts for radio equipment, 
other than auto-alarm and radio equip¬ 
ped lifeboats. 

1. Sufficient copper or phosphor- 
bronze wire for the erection of a single¬ 
wire antenna of the same configuration 
and dimensions as the main transmit¬ 
ting antenna but not less than 300 feet 
of such wire; or an assembled single¬ 
wire transmitting antenna of the same 
dimensions as the main transmitting 
antenna. 

2. Two antenna insulators of a type 
suitable for use either with the main 
transmitting antenna or an emergency 
transmitting antenna. 

3. One sleeve bearing of each type 
used by all rotating electrical machinery. 

4. One complete set of brushes used 
by all rotating electrical machinery. 

5. Renewable fuse-cartridges of each 
type used in connection with units of the 
radio installation, in the amount of at 
least one-half the number of each type 
in actual use. For each renewable 
fuse-cartridge in actual use, there shall 
be six spare links of appropriate capac¬ 
ity. For each non-renewable fuse in 
use, there shall be six spare fuses of the 
same type. 

6. One spare electric light bulb for 
emergency light. 

B. Auxiliary material for radio equip¬ 
ment, other than auto-alarm and radio 
equipped lifeboats. 

1. One, one to two-inch screwdriver, 
with approximately Vs-inch blade. 

2. One. four to six-inch screwdriver. 

3. One set of assorted end-wrenches. 

4. One pair of five to eight-inch side 
cutting pliers. 

5. One high resistance direct current 
voltmeter of at least one thousand ohms 
per volt and capable of measuring 2, 6 
and 110 volts with an accuracy of at 
least 3 percent except that on ships 
where the normal radio room power sup¬ 
ply voltage is higher than 110-120 volts 
D. C., the voltmeter shall be capable of 
measuring this line voltage and 2 and 6 
volts with an accuracy of at least 3 per¬ 
cent. 

6. One electric flashlight, two-cell or 
larger, complete with bulb and battery, 
or one equivalent portable emergency 
electric lamp with at least ten feet of 


flexible cord and means for rapid con¬ 
nection to the emergency source of power. 
One spare bulb of the type used shall be 
provided. 

7. One hydrometer for use with lead 
acid batteries when this type of battery 
is used. 

8. One gallon of distilled water, or 
other water suitable for use in storage 
batteries. 

9. Appropriate spark gap wrenches for 
spark installations. 

10. One anode spanner wrench for arc 
installations. 

11. One quart of alcohol for arc instal¬ 
lations. 

12. Instruction book(s) and circuit 
diagrams, including modifications, cov¬ 
ering transmitter(s). receiver(s), and di¬ 
rection finder, if a direction finder is 
required. 

C. In addition to the spare parts re¬ 
quired by paragraph (A) and the auxi¬ 
liary equipment required by paragraph 
iB). spare parts specifically designated 
by the Commission shall be provided for 
transmitters, receivers and direction 
finders which have been given type ap¬ 
proval by the Commission. Such addi¬ 
tional spare parts as are described in 
special lists 1 promulgated by the Com¬ 
mission pursuant to the provisions of 
Section 2 (n) of Order No. 28, shall have 
the same force and effect as this rule 
and shall be considered as a part hereof. 

D. Pending the Commission’s approval 
of particular types of marine transmit¬ 
ters, receivers, and direction finders, 
and the issuance of associated specific 
lists of required spare parts and auxil¬ 
iary equipment, the following spare 
parts and auxiliary equipment shall be 
required in addition to those in para¬ 
graphs (A) and (B): 

Tube Transmitters (Spare Parts) 

1. One radio frequency oscillator tube, 
one tube for each radio frequency am¬ 
plifier stage, and, if used to provide A 2 
emission, one audio frequency oscillator 
tube. Two tubes for the radio frequency 
circuit of transmitters of the self recti¬ 
fied, simple oscillator type. Two anode 
power supply rectifier tubes, if used. 

2. One resistor of each type used as 
a grid leak; one resistor of each type as 
used in Voltage divider of grid blocking 
keying circuit; one resistor of each type 
as used in series with keying relay wind¬ 
ing. The value of each resistor shall be 
clearly indicated thereon. 

Sparfc Transmitters (Spare Parts) 

3. One primary radio-frequency cir¬ 
cuit condenser of suitable voltage and 
current rating, having a capacity equal 
to that of the maximum individual ca¬ 
pacitor installed, for spark transmitters 
which are used as a combined main and

emergency transmitter pursuant to Sec¬ 
tion 81.112, paragraphs (2) and (4) of 
these rules, when no other emergency 
transmitter is provided. 

4. One complete set of spark gap gas¬ 
kets. 

5. Four spark gap compression bolts 
for individual gap units. 

Arc Transmitters (Spare Parts) 

6. One arc chamber gasket. 

7. One anode tip. 

8. Four carbons. 

Receivers (Spare Parts) 

9. One complete set of tubes for the 
receiver (s). 

10. One pair of head-telephones com¬ 
plete with connecting cord and, if used, 
a plug. 

Direction Finders (Spare Parts) 

11. One complete set of tubes for the 
receiver associated with the direction 
finder, if a direction finder is required. 

Radio Equipped Lifeboats (Auxiliary 
Equipment) 

12. One screwdriver. 

13. One pair of side-cutting pliers. 

14. One neon lamp for antenna reso¬ 
nance indicator if no antenna ammeter is 
provided. 

Radio Equipped Lifeboats (Spare Parts) 

15. At least 35 feet of insulated wire 
suitable for use as antenna wire. 

16. Two antenna insulators. 

17. One artificial-antenna capacitor. 

18. Two tubes for transmitter, except 
when transmitter employs a single trans¬ 
mitting tube, in which case one tube is 
required. 

19. One complete set of tubes for the 
receiver. 

20. One panel electric light bulb, if 
used. 

21. Renewable fuse-cartridges of each 
type used in connection with the units 
of the radio installation, in the amount 
of at least one-half the number of each 
type in actual use. For each renewable 
fuse-cartridge in actual use, there shall 
be six spare links of appropriate capa¬ 
city. For each non-renewable fuse in 
use, there shall be six spare fuses of 
the same type and capacity. If fuse 
wire is used, sufficient wire shall be 
provided to permit six complete replace¬ 
ments. 

E. Spare Parts and Auxiliary Equip¬ 
ment for Auto-Alarm, if Auto-Alarm is 
Required.

(a) Tubes: One type 6H6, one type

fuses, six glass-enclosed l A -ampere 
fuses, six 10-ampere fuse links for cart¬ 
ridge type fuses, two cartridges for 10- 
ampere fuse links.

Company, Type 101-A. 

(a) Tubes: One type 6D6, one type 89. 
three type 76. 

(b) Two bridge-warning light bulbs. 

(c) Two commutating brushs. two 
governor brushes and two brush springs 
for selector motor. 

(d) Six fuses for receiver power sup¬ 
ply unit, three cartridges for 6-am- 
pere fuse links, one cartridge for 3-am- 
pere fuse links, nine 6-ampere fuse links 
for cartridge type fuses, three 3-am- 
pere fuse links for cartridge type fuses.

P. Spare parts for the receiver as¬ 
sociated with the direction finder, as 
required by paragraph (D) (11), shall 
be stored in the room housing the di¬ 
rection finder receiver. 

Spare parts and auxiliary equipment 
for the radio-equipped lifeboat, as re¬ 
quired by paragraphs (D) (12) to (D) 
(21), inclusive, shall be stored in the 
lifeboat cabin housing the radio equip¬ 
ment. The spare emergency light bulb, 
as required by paragraph (A) (6), shall 
be mounted in close proximity to the 
emergency light socket. 

Tlie antenna wire, antenna insulators 
and distilled water, as required by para¬ 
graphs (A) (1), (A) (2) and (B) (8), 
respectively, may be stored in the radio 
operating room or elsewhere, provided 
such storage space is readily accessible 
to the operator in case of an emergency. 

All other spare parts and auxiliary 
equipment shall be securely stored in a 
single space, readily accessible to the 
operator in case of an emergency, in the 
radio operating room or room adjacent 
to and connected with the radio operat¬ 
ing room by an interconnecting door¬ 
way. 

The space(s) allocated for the storage 
of spare parts and auxiliary equipment 
shall be used only for the storage of the 
required spare parts and auxiliary 
equipment listed herein, and such stor¬ 
age place (s) shall be appropriately and 
conspicuously marked. 

All required spare parts and auxiliary 
equipment shall be available for inspec¬ 
tion by authorized Government repre¬ 
sentatives at the time of inspection of 
the ship's radio installation. (Sec. 303 
(r), 50 Stat. 191; 47 U. S. C. 303 <r) — 
Sec. 355, 50 Stat. 194; 47 U. S. C. 355)

Whereas, under Public Act No. 10, 73rd 
Congress, as amended and as reenacted 
and amended by the Agricultural Mar¬ 
keting Agreement Act of 1937 (herein¬ 
after called the “act"), notice of hearing 
is required in connection with a proposed 
marketing agreement or a proposed or¬ 
der, and the General Regulations, Series 
A, No. 1, as amended, 1 of the Agricul¬ 
tural Adjustment Administration, United 
States Department of Agriculture, pro¬ 
vide for such notice; and

Whereas, the Secretary of Agriculture 
has reason to believe that the execution 
of a marketing agreement and the issu¬ 
ance of an order will tend to effectuate 
the declared policy of the act with re¬ 
spect to such handling of fresh Beurre 
Hardy pears grown in the State of Cali¬ 
fornia as is in the current of interstate 
or foreign commerce, or which directly 
burdens, obstructs, or affects interstate 
or foreign commerce; 

Now, therefore, pursuant to the said act 
and said general regulations, notice is 
hereby given of a hearing to be held on 
a proposed marketing agreement and a 
proposed order regulating such handling 
of fresh Beurre Hardy pears grown in the 
State of California, in Hearing Room 
“B", Civic Auditorium, San Jose. Califor¬ 
nia, at 9:30 a. m^ p. s. t., March 10, 1939. 

This public hearing is for the purpose 
of receiving evidence as to the general 
economic conditions which may necessi¬ 
tate regulation in order to effectuate the 
declared policy of the act and as to the 
specific provisions which a marketing 
agreement and order should contain. 

The proposed marketing agreement 
and the proposed order each provides, in 
similar terms, a plan for the regulation 
of such handling of the aforesaid fresh 
Beurre Hardy pears as is in the current of 
interstate or foreign commerce, or which 
directly burdens, obstructs, or affects 
interstate or foreign commerce. Among 
other matters relating to such regula¬ 
tion, the proposed marketing agreement 
and order provide for: (a) the establish¬ 
ment of a Control Committee consisting 
of seven members, all of whom shall be 
growers of pears; (b) regulation of ship¬ 
ments by grade or size, or both; (c) in¬ 
spection of shipments by a duly author¬ 
ized representative of the Federal-State 
Inspection Service during periods when 
grade or size regulation is in effect; (d) 
limitation of the quantity of Beurre 
Hardy pears that may be shipped to a 
particular market, markets, or marketing 
area and allotment of such quantity 
among shippers and growers; (e) levying 
of assessments by the Control Commit¬ 
tee to cover expenses of administration; 
and (f) reports to the Control Committee 
by handlers and growers. 

Copies of the proposed marketing 
agreement and proposed order may be
